RED ARMY AIR 
LANDING TOLD 
BY VOROSHILOV 


DESCRIBES DESCENT FROM 
PARACHUTES 


MOSCOW, Nov. 23.—Clementi 
Voroshilov, people’s commissar of 
defense of the Soviet Union, paid 
tribute at the All-Soviet Union 
Conference of Stakhanovites, to 
the excellent work done by the 
Red Army in preparing to defend 
the Soviet Union.

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An Organized Program to Win 
The Seamen’s Demands 


The Emergency) Convention of the Maritime 
Iederation, which adjourned Saturday, laid down 
al definite program. to support the fight for the 
scainen'’s demands. | 

This program is aimed at achieving the maxi- 
mum unity of all the maritime. unions by orga- 
nized action with the agreement of all the crafts 
likely to become involved. It specifically defines 
job action so as not to confuse it with disorga- 
nized strike action which in the “past has created 
misunderstanding between the sailors and 
other crafts. It provides for job actions to be 
innited to those issues which would not involve 
major strike ection unless it receives the consent 
of thie majority of the crafts which might become 
involved, | | ; 

As the matter now stands, when any craft 
finds it necessary to act.to force concessions 
on matters not specifically mentioned in the 
award, to clarify certtin points, or to~ pre- 
vent the shipowners from violation of the 
award, all crafts which are likely to be in- 
volved are to be consulted first. If a danger- 
ous point is reached where continued action 
might threaten the unions concerned, the 
matter is to be referred to the local District 
Council of the Federation. The District Coun- 
cil may, if necessary, recommend a Federa- 
tion strike vote. | 

Clearly this plan is better than any sort of 
individual: action which might be taken by a 
single craft, regardless whatever additional 
support might be farthcoming. Now it is up to 
the rank and file on the docks and ships to sec 
that this plan of a¢tion is followed out by the 
setting up of committees on every ship with the 
representatives of al] the scamen’s crafts and the 
dock gangs working on such ships. If the ship- 
owners sce that we are determined to stick to- 
gether they will think twice before they attack 
any one union. If they see we are determined to 
back the seamen they will be forced to consider 
our demands. | 

The Convention went on record to endorse 
the demands of the seamen for collective 
bargaining. Technically, the shipowners have 
recognized the right of collective bargaininz 
by meeting with the seamen’s negotiations 
committee.
